Poultry  -  Carlo t  shipments  of  dressed  poultry  from  the  Central  I'/est  and  larger 
nuTi'bers  on  farms,  should  increase  civilian  supplies  of  dressed  poultry  during 
August  and  Septem'oer,

greater  percentage  of  the  volume.     Q,ualit5^  of  availa'ble  steer  "beef  was  largely 
G-ood. 

Lam'b  -  The  general  quality  of  lam-D  v;as  largely  G-ood  and  Choice  on  a  steady  market. 
An  early  clearance  for  all  grades  v/as  evident. 

Pork  -    The  limited  supplies  of  pork  cuts  m.oved  on  a  strong  market.

Both  are  in  heavy  supply  and  of  good  equality.    Peaches  are  in  good  suxoply,  with 
a  large  portion  of  them  heing  the  Plale  varietj^.     The  volume  of  graipes  is  increasin 
and  selling  at  ceiling  or  Just  under.     Thomiioson  seedles  and  red  Malaga  are  the 
main  varieties  at  this  time,    ^.'/atermelons  are  quite  plentiful.     There  is  no  change 
in  -pears  ajid  plums . 


Sna.p  "beans  and  squash  are  "best  "buys  among  the  fresh  vegetal^les.    Cucum"bers  are  in 

eavy  supply  and  very  low  priced.     G-rcen  peppers  are  lov^er  and  in  good  suioply. 
Tor^atces  are  fairly-  plentiful  and  lower.    Potatoes  are  in  moderate  supply  and 
selling  at  or  just  under  ceiling.     Spina.ch  is  lower.    A  moderate  supply  of  peas 
is  selling  ^Jinder  ceiling.     There  is  no  chajige  in  celery,  ca'b"bage,  caulif lov.^er , 
sweet  corn  ajid  lettuce. 
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
